BiuibiN, Oct. 17.— During his brief 
ataj' ill this city and Potsdam it is 
understood th:tt M. Sliiakiu, the Ruesian 
aeling rniiiistti' of foreign afiairs, {^nvo 
tl'.o J'^mpuror William and the cliancel- 
lor, I'rince llohonlohe, a lull account of 
tlic visit of the Ozar antl Czarina to 
FrautiQ, coupling therewitli Iiis as- 
suraucea that the Busso-Frencb en- 
tente is entirel of a peaceful 
natiiro. Ilia Majusty is reported to 
bo wholly aatisfu;il vitli tliose statements 
liut persons wlio were jireaent at the de 
jeiiiiler (riven by Princt' Iloheiilohe to 
tliu Kiibsian niiustB, decliire that tlic 
Ueriiiaii (jliaiicellor is not free fioiu bus- 
picion. The JMiii)eror, liowever, speak- 
iiit; to Ihii Kiissian ai\ibaaeador, Count 
von Oaten .Sack, after the departure of 
M. Shiskin, said ; " Nothing, 1 am sure, 
will occur in tlie near future to disturlj 
the iiinicable relations with Russia, 
whicli I cherish ao much." 

The death of the wife of M, D'lhlor, 
•' Monsieur de Paris," the Frencli pub- 
lic executioner, liaa heen nnnouncea. 

There ia ft growing feeling of dissatis- 
fai;tion in Germany at the policy of the 
government towards Turkey. Gruni- 
bow Pasha (the German oflicer in the 
Turkish eervice, wlio brought to Berlin 
a letter and picture sent to Adbul Ha- 
ni id shortly after the naassacres at Con- 
stantinople) is reported to have con- 
vinced tlie J'^uijieror William in an 
audience on Wednesday that Abdul 
IJaiiiid intends to do liia utmost to re- 
store order and preserve the peace in 
Ills dominions. The Etnperor was greatly 
touched at receiving the Sultan's costly 
presents. Prince liisuiarck also received 
two priceless vases from the Sultan, sent 
him by courier, with an autograph letter 
from Abdul Hatnid thanking thetPrince 
f'T his sympathy during the recent 
trouble. It is conaideied certain that 
the German government will continue 
to support the status quo iu Turkey, 
but tlic entire liberal press atrongly con- 
clenina this policy. 

France owns 57 per cent, of the Tnik- 
ish debt ; Germany 17 per cent.; Eng- 
land, 18 per cent, and Austria (3 per cent. 

Tlie Vo.ssische Zeitniig, talking about 
Turki.ah reloruis, .saya ; " I'A'ery province 
must be put under foreiun adminhstra- 
tion. Thntis the only remedy." 

An extraordinary instance of inilitary 
brutality liaa occurred at Carlsruhe. A 
workman on ciiterini; a cafe accidentulh' 
pushed the chair of Lieut. Morned von 
BrueEcwitz, who demanded an instant 
apology. The -workman decliuet', 
whereupon the lieutenant drew hisswoicl 
and attempted to run the workman 
tlirough the body, but was stopped just 
in time by the laudlord. Then the work- 
man tried to escape, and was {ollowed 
by the ofBcer, who overtook the fleeing 
man ■when the latter saw his way barred 
by a locked door. The lieutenant, who 
Wiia intoxicaleil, no sooner readied the 
workman at tlie door than he ran him 
through the back and killed him. Xo 
proceedings have yet been taken against 
the ollicer, whose puiii.slimeiit is likely 
to be nominal, on the ground tinxt 
he vindicated his lionor. The af- 
fair has excited the utmost indit^- 
nntion. A case similar to this: 
occurred recentiv at .Maniilieim, and 
the Lii)eral members of the city council 
there are petitioning the government to 
forbid otlicerS and private soldiers from 
parading the streets with deadly 
weapouB. His Majesty has pardoned 
Captain liottlserg, who Mlled a merch- 
ant named Lehnkering in a duel at 
Duieberg, after the culprit iiad served 
five months of his two years sentence. 

The Rnseo-Gcrman tarill' conference 
will open shortly at ."-^t. Petersburg, and 
it is believed that a settlement of tlic 
dillerences will be reached before the end 
of the year. Russia's ini))ortaiit conces- 
sions will be the lowering of frtiKlit 
rates on tlie Russian riiilroud lines ami 
a more lilferal interi)rctation of the

erally construed to the detriment of Ger 
man manufacturers. Qermahyj on her 
part, will cease the eitceBaively stringent 
hygiene aupervision of Russian cattle, 
meat, cereals, etc. These stringent regu- 
lations have almost destroyea the Rus- 
sian meat import trade. 

The government is preparing a bill to 
tlx a gradual scale of taxation of all 
linns doing an annual retail business of 
100,000 marks and upwards excepting 
those dealing solely in agricultural pro- 
ducts. The diet has already received a 
similar bill, but the agrarians believed 
it could be passed through the reich- 
stag. 

Emperor William to-morrow will at- 
tend the unveiling at Porta, Westphalia, 
of the monument erected there in honor 
of Emperor William I, atacostof 1,500,- 
000 marks. It consists of a series of stone 
terraces on the summit of the Witte- 
kind mountain, 150 feet wide and 110 
feet long, with a cupola open all round 
in which is a statue'of the late Emperor 
23 feet high. 

IRISH POLITICS. 

Rival Ambitions Which Have Militated 
Against Success— Daly's Treatment in 
Prison Described by Himself. 

Lo.vnoN, Oct. 17.— Irish politics are in 
the usual disrupted state, with little or 
no prospect of a united parliamentary 
party for the coming session. It is the 
old story over again of personal jealous- 
ies and rival ambitions keeping the party 
the reverse of what it should be 
to prove efTective— a compact body of 
men under able leadership, ready to 
throw the weight of their influence 
where and when more bargains can be 
made for Ireland, According to the 
Healyite Cork Herald, Michael Davitt is 
negotiating for the union of all the Irish 
sections under tlie leadersliip of John 
Howard Parnell, member for South 
Meatli, an elder brother of the late 
Charles Stewart Parnell, and for a long 
time a resident of the state of Alabama. 

Mr. Asquith has declared that while 
he was Home Secretary the recently re- 
leased Irish prisoners were not suffering 
in their health. Sir .Matthew Ridley, in 
the act of release, declaretl their health 
was giving way. In response to an in- 
quiry on the subject, John Daly wrote 
the Associated Press as follows : " I re- 
gret I have not been able to reply to 
your communication earlier. I have 
seen the statement offered, and so far 
as I am concerned it is without founda- 
tion. Mr. Asquith must be well aware 
that my health broke down in Septem- 
ber, 18i)l, or thereabouts, that Dr. Lal- 
ley had me in the padded cell 
for nearly two weeks, the circumstance 
of which it is not at nil necessary 
for me to go into now, as 1 trust it is one 
of the tilings that will form the subject 
of a parlianientaay iniiuiry as soon as 
the house meets, llowever, I may say, 
that the extent of my I)reakdown may 
he judged from the fact that the medical 
ofiicer of the prison had me excused 
from all orderly work, the lifting of 
heavy weights, scrubbing the landing 
floors, etc. After that time this work 
was continued throughout Mr. Asquith's 
home officeshij). I cannot say when 
Gallagher and Devany broke down, 
but this 1 can say, that if Gallagher and 
Whitehead are now insane they were 
insane all the time Mr. Asonith was in 
odice, and I have no fear of placing my 
veracity against even Mr. Asquith's on 
this subject, and on the conduct of the 
medical experts and prison doctors, in 
stating that these men were shamming, 
lefore an honest parliamentary iinjuiry. 
There was no change in our treatment 
ifter .Sir Matthew Ridley came into 
idice, as that I think was quite impos- 
i\\>\o while Harris was governor. 

ANOTHER BAYAKU BREAK. 

His Letter Advocating the Candidature of 
Falmcr and Buckner Criticized. 

LoNDoy, Oct. 17.— The letter of the 

United States Ambassador here, Mr. 
Thotnaa F. Bayard, to Samuel Bancroft, 
jr., of Wilmington, Del., advocating the 
Democratic support of I'almcr and 
Buckner, surprises the English, who, 
\yliile apjiroving of the sentiments ex- 
pressed, think Mr. Bayard has commit- 
ted a " fresh indiscretion." 

The Daily Chronicle news placard 
reads: " IJayard denounces Bryan," 
and the Daily Telegraph says : " To 
Knglish minds there is some incongruity 
in an ambassador taking an active part 
in political struggles." 

The .'-^t. .fanies Gazette remarks that 
" IMr. Haz ard's letter is as sensible as all 
his utterances, but, we fear, it is too 
aensible for the great American nation, 
and it is not likely to please the mob or 
the wire pullers. "

PROGRESS AT ALBERNI, 

Road Bnildint Vigoronsly Prcsecuted— Sale, 
of Hydraulic Property— Tlie Van' 
couver Claim. 

Alukuni, Oct. 17,— (Special)— The road 
to the Alberni mine is progressing 
rai)idly. Over 70 men are at work on it,, 
and it is expected that it will be finished> 
in about three weeks. It will undoubt- 
edly bo one of the best mountain roads 
in the island.

Sir EdAvaril Clark's Opinion Ridi- 
cnled by Most Influential 
Enfflisli Journals. 



New York. Oct. 17.— A WasliinRton 
special to tlio Herald says: " I'rebident 
Cleveland in hia next annual message to 
congress will be able to state that a de- 
finite understanding has been reached 
with Great Britain for an amicable set- 
tlement of the Venezuela bouiulury dis- 
pute. Tlie controversy will bo settled by 
a reference to peiicofiil arbitriition." 

Information was (gained iustnigbt tbat 
when Sir Julian Pauncefote arrives in 
this country he will come with sueh in- 
structions as to leave no room for doubt 
that he and Secretary Olney will be able 
in !i short time to formally reach an 
agreement for a settlement of the dis- 
pute. The propositions to be presented 
by Sir Julian will embrace greater con- 
cessions than have ever 'heretofore been 
made by Great Britain. The state de- 
partment has information of the general 
nature of the new propositions to be sub- 
mitted by the British government. Just 
liow this information has reached the 
administration is not definitely known, 
but it is ])rosumed tliat it lian coiiio 
tlirougli Ainbas^ador Bayard fiiucii the 
conference in London i^ouie days atro be- 
tween J^ord Salisbury, Joseph Ubauiber- 
lain and Sir Julian Paunceiote. 

Before Mr. Ciiamherlaiii returned to 
London from bis summer Visit to tins 
country, a very satisfactory uuilorstand- 
ing had been reached iiifoi inally be- 
tween him and Secretary Oluey in re- 
gard to the question of "settled dis- 
tricts," which was the main bone of 
contention at the lime of the last ex- 
change of notes between the two coun 
tries. Mr. Chamberlain, who haacliarge 
of the colonies, was much better inform- 
ed than any other member of the Brit- 
ish cabinet in regard to British settlers 
in the disputed territory, and was, there- 
fare, well qualified to discuss all details 
with j\Ir. Olney. 

When ho left the United States there 
was a substantial agreement as to a plan 
which coulil be adopted for settling this 
phase of the controversy, but of course it 
was informal, and subject to approval 
•by Lord Salisbury. Eviileutly the latter 
has acquiesced in tlio recomineudation 
by Mr. Chamberlain since his return, as 
the information received at the state de- 
partment within the past few days ia to 
the effect that the new proposition to be 
presented by Ainbaasador Pauncefote up 
on his arrival will be in the lineof thecon 
elusions reached between INIr. Olney and 
Mr. Chamberlain during their informal 
conference this summer. It ia under- 
stood the ambassador is coming here 
with instructions which will enable him 
not only to settle up' the controversy 
with the United States before the con- 
vening of congress, but to arrange for a 
resumption of diplomatic relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela, 
whicli have been severed for some years 

Upon the successful issue of the nego- 
tiations for an arbitration treaty natur 
ally hinges the (luestion of renewed 
friendly relations between Great Britain 
and Venezuela and they will of course 
•both come at the same time. The deci 
sion of the arbitration tribunal to be 
appointed will it ia said be made final, 
even including the settled districts, but 
there will be an understanding that sub- 
jects of the country which is unsuccess- 
ful in the arbitration, who are in the 
settled districts, shall be protected in all 
their rights, andguarantees will be made 
to carry this into effect. 

With the arbitration treaty (inally 
agreed upon, the report of the Venezue- 
lan commission will be promptly sub- 
mitted. The work is in such siuipe that 
it can be dually completed iu ample 
time to go to congress with the Presi- 
dent's message. The report of the com- 
mission will be favorable to the claims 
of Venezuela. 

London, Oct. 17. — On the subject of 
the dispute with particular reference to 
■.Sir Edward Clark's address at Ply- 
mouth, the Daily Ne.va, Liberal, in ad- 
•dition to an editorial, devotes two col- 
umns, with a map, giving in exteuso 
the tracts and the explanation of the 
mystery of the alleged cooked map of 
tbe Schombargk line, and ask8;> 

" What's the matter with Sir Edward 
Clark? His statements are astounding, 
and they indicate an amazing- ignorance 
of the I'Inglisli blue book refuting the 
Venezuelan claims." 

Tlie St. Jiunes Gazette this afternoon, 
cominenlini; upon tbe dispatches from 
Washington regarding Venezuela and 
the expected recognition of the belliger- 
ency of Cuba, dwells upon wliat it is 
pleased to term " the amazing conli- 
dence of them Aericans," adding; ■' Wo 
venture to consider that Americans are 
much in error in thiidcing that the Span- 
ish will take intervention in Cuba by 
lying down. On the contrary they will 
light for the'remnant of their greatness. 
Heither is it to be taken for Riranted that 
they will be left entirely without sup- 
port when contending for tbe right to be 
treated as an independent power in 
America. Others are interested in see- 
ing that the United States does not es- 
tablish dominion over these sens. Amer- 
ica ia also convinced apparently that Sir 
.Inliiin Pauncefote returns to Washing- 
ton with the British surrender in his 
pocket. vYe do not believe this." 

The Daily News says it supposes .Sir 
Edward Clark ia infected with the dan- 
gerous disease of inverted jingoism. 

" The panic-stricken talk o£ the wdiip- 
ping Lord Salisbury is likely to get from 
the new president," this paperconlinnes, 
"is only calculated to reanimate the 
American jingoes and to make concilia- 
tion and compromise harder," 

The Graphic says : "Lord Salisbury's 
task is not made easier by such speeches. 
The snecesaive foreign ministers who 
have tried to settle the Venezuelan 
trouble ought to feel properly snubbed." 

Tiio Morning Post, Conservative, has 
an editorial which says: " iSut for Sir 
L'dward Clark's influence as a lawyer 
and a politician, the whole thing nn'glit 
he dismissed as unworthy of considera- 
tion, it is impossible to imagine how 
he could have fallen into such an evident 
trau." 

The Post advises Sir Edward to now 
study the Eogliah side of the case. > 



MINES THAT PROMISE WELL. 

Rapid and Satisfactory Development of the 
Kettle River, Nortli Fork and Boundary 
Creek Districts. 

The Kettle Kiver, North Fork and 
Boundary Creek mining districts are at 
present attracting a rapidly increasing 
sluire of attention from mining men, 
and development work is proving that 
the mines will show a wonderful output 
in the next few months. The new town 
of Grand Forks is growing with the dis- 
trict at a great rate, and buildings are 
going up rapidly to accommodate the 
need for hooBes. The .Volcanic and Iron 
Cup mines on Volcanic mountain,owned 
by the Olive Mining Co., with 
a capitalization of $20,000,000; aro 
being developed on a large scale. In the 
vicinity of Volcanic mountain there are 
nearly 100 mining locations which show 
fine bodies of ore wherever developed to 
any extent. A tunnel 350 feet deep has 
been run in on the Volcanic group and 
several open cuts and shafts have shown, 
it is stated, tbat there is practically a 
mountain of ore. 

Close to the Volcanic mine is the 
Grand Forks Gold Mining it Milling 
Co.'s property, a group of three claims, 
the Indian Queen, Mascot and Little 
Volcanic. The Indian Queen shows 
liigh grade sulphide ores carrying gold 
and silver in an ore body 12 feet wide, 
though the vein itself ia from 120 to 150 
feet wide. Active preparations are here 
being made for working these mines 
during the winter. 

Three miles to the north is the 
Pathfinder district, the Pathfinder 
mine, tbe original location, being 
discovered only last year. Now- 
over a hundred claims have been 
staked out around it. Tln^ formation 
here is did'erent from the Volcanic, the 
veins being iron capiied. A shaft has 
been eunk on the Patliliuder 30 feet deep 
and cross cuts have been made to open 
up thi! vein, which somewhat resembles 
tlie Wnr lOagle in the ehanu'ter of the 
ore. ■ It averages from 3 to 7 per cent, 
copper, from ^;3 to ^^51 in gold and -1 
ounces in silver. There are quite a 
number of oilier properties being open- 
ed up in this belt and in the Bonanza 
district, which lies about three miles to 
the north. The Bonanza group were 
located this year, and a shaft sunk 45 
feet on the Bonanza has exposed a line 
bodv of ore running well iu gold, Fish- 
onn'an Gulch, Hardy Mountain, Chris- 
tina liake and other districts are being 
prospected and opened up with most 
satisfactory results. 

DROWNED IN THE COLUMBIA. 

A Resident of New Westminster One of the 
Unfortunates. 

Rkvulstoke, Oct. 17. — (Special) —Two 
men, named J. McArthur and Dyell, 
were drowned in the Columbia river, 
north of Revelstoke, to-day. They were 
towing a boat loaded with supplies for 
Big Bend, up the rapids, when the boat 
became unmanageable, pulling both in 
to the river with the above result, J. 
McArthur is from New Westminster and 
Dyell from Fort Saskatchewan, the 
former being married. The bodies have 
been recovered.

Consitt, 
who'made the location, says that as yet 
he has had no chance to prospect the 
ledge to any extent, but has found a 
ledge of great width containing a low-

KAMLOOPS.

.1, B. Hastings, a mining engineer, rep- 
resenting a large mining romiiany of 
Toronto, in which the Cioodcrhama are 
largely inleroateii, paid a visit to the 
lloniestake mine on Adams lake this 
week. Ho made a pretty tliurought ex- 
ploration of the mine and brougb Ijack a 
fair sample of the whole property so far 
a-i developed.

On Chieftain No. 2, on Coal Hill, a 
abaft ia being put down ten feet.

The display of ores from the prospects 
on Coal Hill at tlie exhibition attracted 
uch general attention and admiration 
last week that it would bo a pity if some 
ellbrt was not made to have it perma- 
nently stationed at aonie central point 
where it could readily be inspected. 

On the Pytlion claim the work di- 
rectly ahead now is the sinking of the 
shaft to a depth of CO feet or more from 
the present level, and after that the work 
of croas-cnttiug will be begun. 

James Noble, one of ttie party that 
went to Tete Jeune Uaclie to explore the 
mica mines tliere, lias formed a voiy 
favorable oj)inion of the property. Theie 
are, he says, unrpieationably huge de- 
posits or veins of the mineral, and much 
of it would probably turn out to be of 
first rate quality. He believea that it 
would be quite feasible to transport the 
mica in scows down the F^raser river. 
The FVaser is only a few miles from the 
mine, and the construction of a roadway 
to the river banks would not be a very 
expensive matter. 

It is reported that a Montreal com- 
pany of brokers is negotiating with the 
owners of the Python with a view to 
placing that fine prospect on the Mon- 
treal market, on the company plan, with 
a huge capitalization. 

During the past few weeks a number 
of mining men have (juietly come to 
Kamloops and have slipped out and had 
a look at tlie Coal Hill p'lojiertifs. As a 
result claim owners have been approach- 
ed on the subject of a sale of their proii- 
ertiea. It \e complained that the figures 
they ask have scared the prospective 
purchasers away. 



CONSERVATIVE UNION.

Tupper, 

Halika.v, N.S., Oct. 17,— (Special)— 
At a meeting of active workers of the 
Conservative party on Thursday niglit, 
the Conservative Union of Nova Scotia 
was organized with John F. Staira, ex- 
M. P., president, and Dr. McKay, M.I^, 
P., vice-preaident. Sir Cliarlea Tupper 
made a very eflective speech, dealing 
with the political issues of the day and 
pointing out the position and strenglliof 
the Conservative opposition. Sir 
Charles dwelt on the practical question 
before the meeting, that of perfect parly 
organization. Better organization, he 
said, was required in Nova Scotia. He 
gave much excellent, counsel as to the 
method of attaining this object. 



RUSSIAN MOBILIZATION. 

All the Officers on Leave Recalled— The 
Occupation of Constantinople 
Anticipated. 

LoNuoN, Oct. 17, — Special ilesiialchca 
from Vienna, says the Neuo I'^reie I''resBo 
of that city, announce that ste])a I -r the 
complete mobilization of the Russian 
forcea are being taken in several dis- 
tricts. All the ofiicerp, on leave or re- 
tired, have been recalled. The conclu- 
aion, it ia intimated, ia that these 
military movements have been under- 
taken tiecause it is expected that Russia 
will receive a European mandate to oc- 
cupy Constantinople.

THE SULTAN. 

The oiitragea on the Armenians slill 
occujiy a great deal of the attention of 
people iu Europe and America. It is no 
wonder that they do; for it would be dif- 
ficult to find a parallel to the Armenian 
massacreg and atrocities in the history of 
the world. " Accordinj; to the latest es- 
timates," writea a coiiLribiitor to the 
October number of theCon temporary Re- 
view, " about 100,000 were killed and 
half a million reduced to want." It is 
now believed that the murder and rapine 
of which the seven provinces of the 
Turkish Empire that are known in the 
West as Armenia were the scenes, were 
the deliberate work of the Turkish Gov- 
ernment and that the Sultan is in a pe- 
culiar sense responsible for the horrible 
carnage. 

The nations of Europe must share 
with him this responsibility, for they 

could have prevented tlie slaughter and 
the cruelties ; but thev did not. Tlieir 
criminal inaction will ever remain a 
deep reproach to Cliristendoiii. la old 
times, for far leaa cause than the mas- 
sacre of Ohristians in Aimeaia, the 
Christian nations of Europe banded to- 
gether to punisb the infidel and to wrest 
the land he misgoverned from his cruel 
sway. Why has a crusade not been 
preached a(;aitisl the ruler who lias been, 
most deservedly, denominated The 
(ireat .-\ssasain? Mas the Ohriatian 
faith died out in Euro])e? Have men's 
hearts grown hard and cold, that they 
stand by inactive when the most abom- 
inable cruelty is inflicted on their fel- 
low Christians? 

Very few people even yet have any- 
thint; like an adequate idea of the mur- 
derous nature of the .Sultan's rule. The 
writer in the Contemporary, who was 
evidently a resident of Constantinople 
at the time of the massacre and knew 
what was going on, gives some of the 
details of the bloody work that was done 
by the Sultan's orders during the three 
days that it lasted. 

He, without i|Uiili(icalion , af;s(>rta that 
the Government knew of the inteiuleil 
attack on the Oriental Bank on the 20tii 
of Aupust.and that it madepreparatiotis, 
not to rejiel that attack and to punisli 
the assailants, but to murder the de- 
fen(\ele.=a .Armenians who lived in the 
city and who bad no more to do villi it 
tlian its Turkish iubabiLauts. 

" As we have siiid," he writes, "the 
authorities had full inforiuation of what 
was to be attempted and did iiothini; to 
prevent it, but they made every prepara- 
tion for carrying out their own plan. 
Bands of ruffians were gathered in Stnni- 
boul, Galata and FetamadeupoflCurds, 
Lazes and the lower classof Turks armed 
with clubs, knives or firearms, and care 
was taken that no ono Hhould kill and 
plunder in the quarter to wliicli he be- 
longed leat ho aliould he recoj^ni/ed and 
complaints made afterwards by the em- 
bassies with a demand for punishment, 
A larije number of carts were in readiness 
to carry off the dead. The troops aiul 
police were in great force to prevent any 
resistance and to assist tiie mob if neces- 
sary. It was a beautiful day, the streeta 
were crowded, and few bad any idea of 
what had happened at the bank, when 
suddenly, without any varniiiir, the 
work of slaughter aud plunder betriin, 
everywhere at once. European ladies 
on the way to the Bosphorus 
steamers found themselves surrounded 
by assassins and saw men beaten to 
death at their feet. Foreign merchanta 
saw their own cini)loyea cut to pieces at 
their doors. The atreeta in Home places 
literally ran blood. Iwery man who 
was recognized as an Armenian was 

killed without mercy TJie 

work of death and plunder wont on un- 
checked for two days. On Friday there 
were isolated oiithreaks, and occaaimial 
assassinations occurred up to Tuesday. 
The number killed will never be known. 



The Ambassadors put it down at 5,000 
or'6i000;tbe'OffidaLieporti at' ;the palace 
at 8,750, beisldes those thrown into the 
sea. 

The reader can form some conception 
of the sights which those who traversed 
the streets of Constantinople a^w daring 
those days of the massacre when he 
reads some of the following details: 

" The savage brutality of the Moslem 
mob waa something beyond all imagina- 
tion, and in many eases the police joined 
in beating men to death and hacking 
others to death with knives in the very 
face of Europeans. A friend of mine 
saw eighteen men dragged by the police 
one after another out of a building in 
Galata and cut to pieces at the door. A 
lady friend saw a procession of Catholic 
school girls in Pera street. An Armeni- 
an flying from the mob took refuge in 
the midst of them, and was cut to pieces 
there — his blood s|)attereU over the 
children's dresHea. .Some twenty eiii- 
ployea at thu railway Btatioii were seized 
by tlie police aud beaten to death on the 
premises." 

And HO the sickening narrative goes 
on. Nearly all the .\rnieniaua were 
unarmed and could not make auyre- 
sistaace. TheGovernment made noefTort 
to put a atop to the horrible butchery. 
" It was not the people, not even 
the mob who were responsible for this 
great crime. It was deliberately com- 
mitted by the Governmenl." The Am- 
bassadors of the six Powers have de- 
clared this to be an unquestionable fact 
in the Joint Note addressed to the Porte. 
It was not until after UiiB joint note was 
delivered and considered that any mea- 
sures were taken by the authorities to 
put a stop to this work of wholesale 
murder. 

Even after this horrible massacre, 
which is a disgrace to humanity and 
to civilization, the Poivera of Europe 
did not take a sinKlo step to- 
wards compelling the Sultan to cease 
killing and oppressing ids Christian sub- 
jects, and when Great Britain evinced 
an intention to call the .Sultan to ac- 
count its Government was threatened 
and reviled by the Press of continental 
Kurope, as if it had proposed to commit 
a crime. 



THE REBELLION IN CUBA. 

After two years' war the insurrection 

in Cuba seems as far ofT being quelled as 
when the first reinforcement of Spanish 
soldiers landed on this Island. S})ain 
has spent $200,000,000 and sacrificed 
many thousands of lives in the attempt 
to subdue the rebels, and they are atill 
unsubdued. The Spanish army greatly 
outnumbered the rebels; it was also 
better armed, better disciplined and 
better feil than the rebel force, yet the 
rebels have held their groinKl. The 
Spanish array, too, had the treasury of 
Spain and of Cuba to draw upon, and 
the rebels were as poor as they could be, 
and the generosity of their countrymen 
at home and abroad were their only re- 
source. It is a matter of wonder how 
under such circumstances the rebels 
have been able, not only to keep the 
field, but to make head against the 
royalist army. 

-Vt the outset of the rebellion all the 
money that its leaders could raise for 
every purpose was some .two millions of 
dollars. That sum, considerable as it may 
seetn, could not go far in supplying an 
army with arms, ammunition, clothing 
aud other necessaries. The rebel Gen- 
eral has until this day many more men 
than he can provide with arms. When 
the rebels took the field they had 6,000 
rifles hidden in various parts of the 
island and a supidy of sixty or seventy 
cartridges for each rille. Tiiey had also 
a very large supply of niachetea. The 
machete is a lieavy knife iiaed to cut 
the sugar cane, and in fact almost every- 
thing which the native Cuban has to 
cut. It is a formidable weapon in the 
hands of men who know how to use it. 

The rebel .general Marti had to do- 
pend on the voluntary contributions of 
j those who Bym])alhiBe(l with liiiii anil 
his little force for the sinews of war. 
I Among those who responded liberally 
to his appeal for pecuniary help wore 
the cigar makers of Tampa and Key 
; West. After one of the vessels that 
were endeavoring to smuggle arms and 
I ammunition into Cuba had been seized 
I and the rebel leader was completely out 
' of funds he aj)pealed to these men for 
Lhu help he needed. There are, it seems, 
some 12,000 of them. In ten days these 
cigar makers sent him .1i50,000, which 
! Llioy nfterwards increaaed to ^80,000. 
Some 01 the men contributed tlio whole 
oi their week's pay toward.') 
the support of the rebel cutiiee, aud some 
j half a week's pay, and Lhey have kept 
j mi their contributions. So zealous and 
I so devoted are they in what they re- 
j gard as the cauae of their country and of 
[ freedom that they will not allow a work 
man to remain among them wlio does 
not contribute to the rebel fund. And 
tlie man who is known to be alack in 
sending in his contribution is frowned 
upon by the women of his class and has 
generally a pretty bard time of it. 
Younp! men have given the wholeof their 
savings to the cause. The cigar makers 
of Florida, New York and other cities 
give regularly from ^MfiOO to .$75,000 a 
month towards the maijiteiianee of the 
rebel army. "When one of the men of- 
fered to go to Cuba aa a volunteer Marti 
is reported to have said, to hjm: "My 
son, we have 60,000 men in duba willing 
to fight and only 20,000 rifles for 
them to fight with. You can do 
more for the cauae by keeping ymir job, 
by contributing whatever your heart iis 
willing to give, than by going to Cuba. 
To stay will bo the greater heroisai." If 
all Cubans at home and abroad are &o 



devoted to the cause for which the rebels 
are fighting, aud so ready to make sacri- 
fices for it, it is no wonder that the insur- 
gents have been able to remain in , the 
field so long and have managed to bold 
'^heir own against armies so superior to 
theirs in numbers and equipment. - 

A NEW EDUCATOll. 

A good many look upon hypnotism aa 
something uncanny, and others regard it 
as so very dangerous that good peojile 
should not practise it or submit to it. 
There has been a rumor that a good use 
can be made of hypnotic power ; that it 
can be legitimately need in reforming 
drunkards and in curing disease. It is 
said, too, that it can be made an agent 
iu education. Dr. Mason, who has 
written oix the subject in the North 
American Review, " infers that since a 
hypnotic patient can be made to do and 
say certain things when in a trance, a 
mental or moral education could be car- 
ried on which would gradually effect a 
chance in the ])aticnt when in his nor- 
mal state." 

Here is a suggestion for tiiose who look 
forward to competitive and other exam- 
inations with dread. All that they have 
to do is to get someone to hypnotize 
them tii'.il then lill them up with the 
knowledge that they most reiiuire.'; If 
this is done often euou<rh, tho subject or 
the patient will without fail reiiiember 
the right thing at the right time with- 
out an effort. 

An instance is given in which a most 
wonderful moral and mental change was 
effected by meana of hypnotism. Wa 
reproduce it tor the benefit of educators 
and moral reformers. Here it is: 

In 1S84 there was at |the Salpetriere 
an insane woman, who had been from 
childhood a criminal. M. Auguste Voi- 
sin, a hospital stufl' physician, attempted 
to bring iier under hypnotic influence, 
at a time when she could only he kept 
(|uietbythe strait-jacket and the cold 
water douche on the head, lie waa siic- 
cesaful in throwing her into a trance, 
and while she was in this condition 
he repeatedly urged iier to refortn her 
liabita. After a time she began to ahow, 
when awake, the influence of tlieae sug- 
gestions made to her in hy])notii; sleep. 
She swept her room and became neater 
in appearance. Gradually her mind re- 
covered its balance, Her cure was at 
last complete, and at the time her case 
was recorded she had been for two years 
a iiospital nurso of irreproachable char- 
acter. 

With regard to this wonderful case 
the New York Commercial Advertiser 
says: 

Whatever may be thought of such a 
case, and whether it was the direct re- 
sult of hypnotic suggestion or not, it is 
interesting from atheoretical stanclpoint. 
The cure of insanity and the cure of dis- 
eased morals have long baliled the phy- 
sicians of the body and of the sonl, If 
hy])notieni can ol'fer liarmleR.s and effec- 
tive methoils of cure, those in recognized 
authority slionld be allowed to inak(! use 
of it. But they should be ai)ecialiHta of 
standing, as scientilic in their intentions 
as the trained electrician or chemist.

A Port Towneend special of Friday 
evening, which owing to the wires be- 
ing in trouble, did not reach this city 
until yesterday, states that, "without 
especial effort the tugs Tyee and Tacoma 
to-day at noon disloclged the steamship 
Umatilla from the ahaly beach on Point 
Wilson, where she was driven after 
stviking a submerged rock in the Straits 
two weeks ago, and tlie big vessel is now 
securely moored at the Union dock in 
this city. JOarly in the morning tlie big 
pumps set to work and by 11 o'clock tlio 
water in tlie veseol's hold was so reduced 
as to make tlio attempt possible. The 
first steady pull of the towing vessels 
slid the Umatilla into deep water, where 
the tugs hooked alongsideand brought her 
here safely. The work was done under 
the personal direction of Oapt. Libby. 
mant^er of the tugboatcompany. Ever 
since the vessel was docked four divers 
have been at work,' and it is espected 
that three days willibe sufficient to per- 
mit a discharge of the cargo and a stop- 
page of all the holes in her bottom, so 
she can be towed to (iiiartermaster har- 
bor dry dock, where the repairs will be 
made. Tlie greater part of the cargo has 
already been taken oil', but everything 
excepting the whiskies and the iron 
freight was ruined." 

SAItS FOB THE ORIENT. 

The Northern Pacific liner Tacoma 
sailed last evening with 22 cabin and 120 
steerage passengers and all the freight 
that can be crowded in her hold. The 
steerage passengers, 20 of whom were re- 
ceived here, are Chinese and Japanese, 
the latter forming a very small minority.

Her cargo com 
prises l!i,'J5-l cases, 2,49G of which are 
from the Balmoral, 3,428 from the Inver 
neas, 5G0 from Cunningham's, 5,200 from 
the Standard and 2,270 from Lowe Inlet 
All will bedischarged at the outor wharf 
where a number of the salmon fleet are 
now receiving cargo. Among the Tees' 
passengers were Mr. and Mrs. Speucer, 
J. A. Carlton and C. E. CrofTord. Con- 
siderable rain was experienced by the 
steamer up North. 

.MAUINE NOTES. 

As tlie steamship City of Everett was 
on tlio way up to Departure Bay on 
Wednesday, says yesterday's Free Press, 
in a dense fog off Snake island she 
scraped against a rock which loosened 
some of her plates and caused a slight 
leak in one of the air-tight compart- 
ments. She was last evening beached 
and temporary repairs were made. She 
will commence loading to-night or to 
m orrow. 

The damage done to the Lake Leman 
by her recent collision with the Italian 
bark Liv/au-to has been considerably ex- 
aggerated — according to a letter received 
by Chilian Consul ^^orri^,of Vancouver 
The total cost of repairing the Leman 
will be less than $300, and the question 
of damages will be amicably apttled be- 
tween the two vessels.

GEEMANY AND BNGtLAND". 

Relations of the Two Countries Jpis^ssed 
and Reviewed in the ^Newspapers. 

London, Oct. 17.— This week there has 
been another Anglo-phobe outburst from 
the German press, arising from an arti 
clc in the Times. Commenting upon the 
German attacks on Great Britain, the 
Times ascribed them to German bitter- 
ness and envy of Great Britain's pros- 
perity, and freedom from the crushing 
military burdens which cripple the com- 
mercial actjivity of her rivalsi' Germany 
was warned that British feeling is likely 
to be converted into a fixed dislike' of 
Germany, and it was hinted that Great 
Britain would support the nweibund, 
which the Times said was bGcoming 
stronger and more compact, while the 
droihund was tendint? to grow weaker. 
This home thrust ^icited defiant retorts 
from the Gorman newspr.pers. 

Tiio Cologne Gazette said: "Great 
Britain's convulsive eagerness to annex 
their territory has injured Germany, 
while British concert and contempt of 
German power has wouiidedi German 
pride." 

The National Zeitung described the 
Times' remarks as " Courting disguised 
threats," and the Vossische Zeitung de- 
clares that the dreibund was never 
stronger nor more united, adding that 
the moat serious danger to the peace is 
" no longer German and French opposi- 
tion, but the conflict of interests of Great 
Britain and Russia."

■invariably proved barren of all result. 

" From conversations I have had with 
■several Spanish officers, 1 gather that 
there is no delinite intention of altering 
the tactics hitherto employed, ami that 
the main object in view will ho to keep 
flying cohiuins constantly on the march. 
These tactics have failed completely in 
the past, and I oan see no reason why 
better success should attend tliem in the 
future. The difficulties in the way of 
long marches are greater now than for- 
merly, owing to the scarcity of all food 
throughout the country; tlio Spaniards 
have made uo ell'orts to orgauixe a com- 
missariat and transport service, and the 
rebels are far better armed and ammu- 
nitioned than tlioy were six tiionths ago. 

" Altogether the army has greatly in- 
• creased difficulties to face if " any 
thorough and decisive result is to be ob- 
tained. Moreover, the feeling of the 
country is more strongly oppoeed than 
aver to a continuance of Spanish do- 
minion, and ill air their future opera- 
tions tiie Spaniards will encounter a 
vast deal more of passive resistance 
from the population in general than 
they have esperienced up to the present 
time. 

" Tlie rebels continue active all over 
the island, and especially in the Prov. 
inces of Havana and Pinar flel liio 
They are destroying most of the small 
villages and many of the sugar planta- 
tions that iiBve hitherto escaped. 
The Western Kiiilway, running from 
Havana to the town of Pinar del Rio, 
has again suflered nmcli damage, many 
of the bridges having been again de- 
stroyed, and long stretches, of rails torn 
up and carried aws^. Xn the eastern 
provinces the rebel Commander in Chief 
has made a long march through Santi 
ago de Cuba and Puerto Principe, being 
now encamped with some 5,000 men at a 
spot about twenty miles distant from 
the capital of tlie latter province. 

" The accounts that come in from this 
section of the country state that recruits 
.are daily joining the rebel ranks, and 
that Maximo Gomez has received such 
substantial supplies of arms ami ammu- 
nition from the ftxpeditions landed hy 
the I>:iunth)aa and other lilibustering 
ves.sels that is organizing and ('(juip- 
ping several (resb regiments. Litllo or 
no atteijjpt is now made by the Span- 
iards to interfere with the rebels in the 
eastern section of the country, only a 
few of the principal towns having garri- 
sons, and the interior being absolutely 
under rebel jurisdiction. 

"The rebels have proved that the 
Spanish intrenched line from Mariel to 
Mujana ia not invincible, the insurRont 
chicl tjuintin Bandera, witli an escort of 
fifty men, having crossed without any 
crcat difficulty at tlio soalliern end 
sonio two woeiiB ago. Of course, the 
impunity with which the crossing was 
nuule was principally due to .Spanish 
negligence, and not to any snecial weak- 
ness in the defensive Hue; but it is in- 
variably this saiiie negligence that Las 
up till now proved the opportunity of 
the insurgents," 

Caic.^cio, Oct, 1". — A special to the 
Times-Herald from . VVaahingtou City 
says : If Spain don't conquer Cuba 
•within three months the insurgents will 
receive from the United States recogni- 
tion of their independence. It can he 
•furtbes etited on authority that the 
President does not "expect that Sjjain 
will end the war with the tactics now 
employed during Ihe present year, and 
that he is fully convinced that the grave 
duty will devolve upon liiin of taking a 
vigorous stand in fclie matter. 

A high oflicial of the administration 
said that action by the President may 
be looked for by the first of the year. 
Long Ijeforo th.it time the Venezuelan 
■qnestioti will bo disposed of, and tlie ad- 
ministration will be left free to devise a 
plan for restoring peace in Cuba.

The Speaker, referring to the subject 
says : " He has learned what he ought 
to have foreseen, that the scheme is no- 
wise suitable, either to the require- 
ments of the colonial finance ministers 
or to the demands of the colonial manu- 
facturers on the subject." 

The Daily News asks whether Mr. 
Chamberlain has been snubbed by the 
colonies or whether he was siuibbing 
Lord Winchelsea, who has given the 
minister, lately, reason to fear his oili- 
cious zeal regarding fair trade. 



AMERICAN THEOSOPHISTS. 

A Party of Eight Who Are Globe Trotting- 
Some of Their Experiences. 

London, Oct. 17. — A band of eight 
American Theosophista who started out 
to make a crusade over the world, are 
just finishing the continent and will 
ne.Kt be heard from at the pyramids of 
Ancient Egypt, where they will explore. 
According to reports received by Theoso- 
])hista in this city the Americans have 
jnet with remarkable success. Tne 
crusaders report that they have not vis- 
ited a singlecity without making enough 
converts to establish a branch, and 
where branches already existed the 
membership has doubled and trebled. 

At Paris enough persons were brought 
into the fold to emible not only the or- 
ganization of a branch there, but also 
the formation of a natiomil federation 
for France. In Germany numbers of 
branches were organized, and a federa- 
tion was formed with headquarters at 
Berlin. There, it is said, a convert was 
made of Theodore Bonss, who is one of 
the most distinguished journalists of 
that city. At Amsterdam several large 
meetings were held, and the local 
branches were swelled by the initiation 
of a throng of new members. 

Blrs. Tingley, the leader of the cru- 
saders, is reported bv friends to be a 
second Blavatsky, and it is sairl there is 
no end to the remarkable things that 
are constantly occurring. She is credit- 
ed with knowing all about every town 
in advance, without having been there, 
and being able to prophesy how many 
converts will be made at each stop, and 
being aljle even to describe their person- 
al appearances. 

At Berlin Dr. I'^ranz Hartman, the 
noted German philosopher and mystic, 
went to the train to meet the Americans, 
but did not succeed in finding them. He 
searched every hotel, and at the end of 
five hours gave up and went to the rail- 
way station, intending to return to his 
mountain home at Hatlein, Austria, from 
which place he had spcciallj' come. 
About tbia time Mrs. Tingley, in her 
room at the hotel, was engagecl in writ- 
ing and was surrounded by other mem- 
bers of the partv. She suddenly dropped 
her pen, and told Claude Falls Wright to 
go to a particular railway station, where 
he would meet somebody. Mr. Wright 
obeyed her without question, and ar- 
rived there just in time to prevent Hart- 
nniii's departure. How they knew each 
other is not stated. The Doctor himself 
verifies the story in a letter, and has be- 
come an enthusiastic follower of Mrs. 
Tingley.

FAMINE IN INDIA. 

Greatest Anxiety Manifested— Great Advance 
in Price of Wheat. 

London, Oct. 17. — The famine in 
Northern India which now appears to 
be inevitable causes the greatest anxiety 
here, and it is recognized that the im- 
portation of American wheat is likely to 
be the prime factor of the situation. 
Prices in the affected districts have risen 
considerably, and California wheat en 
route is sold in advance at higher prices 
than the native product, indicating the 
conviction that prices will hav^ risen 
till bicher by the time the imports ar- 
rive. The Indian government is already 
sketching vast schemes for railroad, 
canal and other relief work.

Boulogne-Sdr-Meh, Oct. 18. — Upon 
his release Tynau sent two cablegrams 
one^to hifl wife, at Audubon Park, telling 
her of his release, the other to William 
Lyman, trea.surer of the Irish Nationa 
League of America. In an interview h 
said: "Whatever was the nature 
my mission to Europe it has been more 
than successful. I look forward to th 
establishment iu the near future of an 
independent Irish republic. The objec 
of my visit was not a jdot, as attributed 
to it by the press. There was never any 
idea of a plot against the Czar, and 
there never was any idea of doing 
any injury to the Queen of Great Brit 
ain. I'hat is an absurdity. We Irish 
men have nothing to do with things 
that kind. We are honorable in ou 
warfare. As to the Czar, I would niy. 
self stand between himself and danger, 
as I would between danger and my own 
son. Exactly what the nature of my 
mission was I cannot say. But I may 
tell you this. I am no believer in the 
anarchistic ideas of the general deatruc 
tion of persons and projjerty. If you 
are the father of a family, as i am, you 
can rest easy; no harm could ever come 
to your chddren through any act o^ 
mine. 1 would not hurt a luiir of a do: 
in the street. 

" I believe in dynamite as a weapon 
of war and we Irish Nationalists are at 
war with Great Britain. The Irish peo 
pie in America proved tlndr union in 
Chicago last October, when 1 was a dele 
gate to the convention there, by estab- 
lishing an Irish national alliance, a 
public organization for the establishment 
of an Irish republic. The object of the 
alliance is plainly stated, and it means 
to attain that object, as it ia equally 
plainly stated, by force. I include dyna 
mite and every other method of warfare 
in force, just as the United States gov 
eminent includes the Zalinski gun 
Talking of dynamite, the first use. of it 
known in history was the blowing up by 
the English of the Basuto chief, Suoci- 
ihinis, in- a cave, when 10,000 men, 
women and babies were blown to atoms. 

I will say that I visited Gibraltar 
and possibly other places where, if the 
British government knew anything of 
my movements, 1 sliould not be at lib- 
erty now. That shows how al)surd the 
statement was that I was shadowed i>y 
British detectives ever since I left New 
York. The night before my arrest I 
saw that my valise had been tampered 
with. I tliink one of the most important 
matters for the cause of Ireland is a 
proper propaganda to let the European 
nation know that while the British flag 
covers one inch of Irish soil Irishmen 
will never cease latent or active hostil- 
ty against the rule of the alien govern- 
ment which is cunningly and maliciously' 
depopulating Ireland. I think that my 
arrest has done some .good in that way 
by making the people of France take an 
"nterest in the seven centuries of the 
struggle of the Irish race for freedom. 

Tynau spoke for a considerable time 
on the subje t of the hour. A twenty 
mile ditch alone was between England 
mil an invasion by a French army and 
iimdred thousand men would sweep 
the country. The British army, he as- 
serted, is composed of the rifl'-raff of the 
cities, while its efficiency is the laughing 
stock of the continental e.'cperts of I'jU- 
rope. Russia, he said, is moving on 
India, and the downfall of the British 
empire, with Maciuilay'a projihecy ot the 
New Zealaiuler on the ruina of London 
bridge, would undoubtedly be realized 
within the present generation. 

liegarding Bell, Kearney and Haines, 
Tynan would say nothing one way or 
the other. In the course of the talk he 
was asked point blank what was his 
connection with the Phoenix Park mur- 
ders. Tynan begged the qnestion, say- 
ing the deed done in Dublin on May 0, 
1882, was not the act of one man or two 
uien, but of the whole Irish national 
party. The blows that struck down 
Cavendish and Burke were struck by 
the Irish race. What ho waa charged 
with was one of the pha:ies of that cruel 
war waged for centuries lietween lOng- 
land and Ireland. lOngliah |)L'oplo speai-c 
of May (I, 1882, but conveniently forget 
the assassination of the night ])roviouH, 
wlien boys iu liallinar were staljbeil and 
shot by British hired assassins, when 
one little fellow 12 years old fell down 
weltering in his own blood and expired 
in the presence of his agonized father. 

"They forget," he asserted, "the 
brutal assassination of Helen McDer- 
mott, a young girl in the bloom of 
womanhood, brutally stabbed to death 
by the knives of English hired brava- 
does. They forget the nmrder of Mary 
Dean and her aged mother, aasas.sinateil 
by the buckshot of a Forster. All tlieso 
infamous ci'irnes are ignored by tlie 
British jircKs and public. Coroners' 
jurie.H in Ireland returned verdicts of 
wilful murder against the assassins, but 
lOnglaud nnide no arrests. Instead cjf 
that she conferred hotinrs and promo- 
tions on her wreli'lp'd criminals. But 
the great and good Cinl, who visits with 
punishment nations as well as individ- 
uals, will soon shower upon the head of 
this wicked nation fitting retribution for 
the many crimes already committed. 
The instruments of His vengeance are 
mustering their forces, and the present 
generation wiil witness the destruction 
of this modern Babylon, drank with' the 
blood of the jieople." 

London, Oct. 17,— Sir Matthew White 
Ridley, home secretary, has expressed 
th6 opinion that there was deoided mis- 
management in the case of Tynan and 
other dynamite plotters. It is not im- 
probable that the matter will bo brought 
loefoio iiarliament, or it is possible that 
the resignation of one or two leading 
officials in Scotland Yard will be required 
before the investigation is ended.

irOVEMENTS OF GOLD. 

Exports and Imports— The New York " B"in- 
ancier " on the Bank statement. 

New York, Out. 17. — The exports of 
specie from the port of New York to-day 
amounted to .l!20,000 in gold and $1,130,- 
455 in silver. The imports were: Gold, 
$1,735,911; silver, $109,817.' 

The New York Financier says of the 
liatik statement : " Deajjite tlio fact that 
the receipts of gold from abroad during 
the period covered by the report have 
not been heavy, the statement is not 
as favorable aa had been anticipated. 
It is complicated, liowever, b}' 
conditions which do not appear on the 
surface. The banks lost to the interior, 
as near as can be estimated, something 
like $'2,000,000, and the only oliaet was 
the increase in apccne as shown in that 
item. But all the gold received during 
the week did not liguro in the state- 
ment, anil this fact, together with tiio 
assurance that imports are bound to 
continue in heavy volume rather favors 
the idea that the money market will not 
exhibit that degree of stringency which 
a superlicial study of the statement 
might indicate. The open premium ruling 
on gold indicates that there inust be a 
demand for it and there is doubtless 
some hoarding, but the statement does 
not reflect this in a general way. As 
compared witli August 2'J last, tlie de- 
posits of the Now York banks have in- 
creased only .$2,000,000, although the 
imjjorts of gold since that time have 
been in the neighborhood of $50,000,000. 
This will indicate the volume of the in- 
terior movements. In the same time 
loans have expanded only $1,250,000 and 
the reserve is only $3,000,000 heavier. 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Improvements During the Early Hours, 
Last Market ClosinR Weak. 

New York, Oct. 17. — Tobacco practi- 
cally constituted the market to-day in 
point of activity, and made a sensational 
extreme break of 7)o' per cent, to 69j;i 
after an improvement of a point. While 
the long continued rise in the stock 
has been attendfil by a number of 
vague rumors of a '•bullish" char- 
acter, including suggestions of fu- 
ture favorable action in regard 
to dividends, and more recently by the 
reports of an impending absorption of 
the plants of the more important 
concerns opposed to the American 
Tobacco Company, the decline to-day 
caused only a languid interest in the 
part of the financial community at large. 
lOxpeiienced operators are well aware 
that the closeness with which tobacco 
stock is held permits the insiderSrWho 
are chiefly interested in it,' to make 
practically their own prices.- The suc- 
cessive conflictinir reports that the al- 
leged pending deals are "on" or 
"off" afford obviously first-class 
speculation opportunities to the clique. 
The slump in the mercurial specialty re- 
ferred to failed to seriously aQ'ect the 
general list, which disjjlayed decided 
strength during the lirst iiour, despite 
the unfavorable statement of St. Paul 
for the second week of October, showing 
a decrease of $1)6,000. The Grangers and 
some of the Industrials were in moderate 
request. Cotton oil preferred rose 
'.J., Bay State Gas 1% and Consoli- 
dated Gas 1 per cent. The pub- 
lication of the statement of averages 
of the Associated banks, however, gave 
the entire market a chill although the 
selling that ensued was considered to be 
more largely for sliort accounts. The 
loss shown in the legal reserve of $3,088,- 
100 and other unfavorable items rellect- 
ed the activity of inonoy in the drop 
moveincnt and to a less extent the 
timidity in some (piartera regarding the 
immediate financial outlook. The early 
improvements were lost and the market 
closed weak at unimportantnetchanges. 

Closing bids: Atchison, 12%; Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Qaincy, 69>^ ; Bead- 
inE, 23; St. Paul, 70>i; Union Pacific, 
7)1; Western Union, 83>^; Canadian 
Pacific in London, 68 ; Commercial Cable 
in Montreal, 143. 

Ni;w York, Oct. 17. — The Evening 
Post says; "Until the puzzling and 
rather atartling bank statement appeared 
to-day, the securities which were dis 
tinctly strong were the Granger shares. 
The u))war(l tendency was notable, the 
advance in these shares during the open 
ing hour running in some cases nearly 
to one point. In other ([uarters of the 
market a similar tcndi'ncy was visible, 
the u.sual exception coming in the in- 
dustrial propertiea, which would be 
iiieedlesaly dignified by serious comment. 
The publication of the bank statement 
was instantly followed by a general and 
sliarp reaction, which cancelled nearly 
all the early gains. 

THE LUMBER TRADE. 

San Francisco Merchants WorklnK Against 
the Big Pool. 

San Francisco, Oct. 17. — The lumber- 
men of San Francisco who do business 
on a commission basis are making a 
(juiet, steady fight to prevent a renewal 
of the pooling in which practic 
ally all of the big mills on the 
Coast have been interested for the 
past year. If they succeed it is 
predicted a bitter war will result among 
mill-owners and middlemen, which will 
prove most disastrous to the lumber 
business on the Pacific coast. That was 
the situation last last night, when after 
two weeks of committee work and two 
days of general conference the lumber- 
men of the Central Lumber Company of 
California adiourned. 



TROUBLE IN BULGARIA. 

Salonica, Oct. 17.— The Greek Arch- 
bishop Monastico, while attempting to 
visit some Bulgarian villages in the dis- 
trict, was attacked by a large number of 
dissident Bulgarians. Turkish trooi)a 
dispersed the mob and during 'die dis- 
turbanco many of the rioters were 
wounded. 



CHARGED WITH FRAOD 



J. A. LawOT'ePrAiiTes^^^^^ 

of- Obtaining: jMbuejr Under 
' False Pretences. 



Trouble Over the Groldstream Quartz 
, Ledges .tbe. Cause or 

' the Case. 



J. A. Lawrence was arrested yesterday 
on a charge, of unlawfully;. and by false 
pretences obtoining from Arthur Edward 
McCallum,. of Oolwood, Esquimalt dis- 
trict, a check for $600, a promissory note 
for $760, and a conveyance of certain 
real estate in Westminster district of the 
value of $1,000, with intent to defraud 
The inforinntion was laid by Sergeant 
Laiigley, of the provincial police, at the 
instance of the Attorney-General's de 
partment, and Sergeant Haughton, of 
the city police, made the arrest 
at Mr. Ijawrence's residence, Superior 
streets at half past one, just as Mr. and 
Mrs. Lawrence were about to go driving 
.■Vp]ilication was at once made to Police 
•Mairistratc JIacrae for bail and sliortly 
after four o'clock this was secured, Jlr. 
Lawreiu:e being allowed hia liberty on 
giving his boiul for $5,000 and Jlr". M. 
King a similar amount. The trouble 
arose over trauBactiona between Jlr. 
Lawrence and Cai)tain McCallum in re 
gartl to the quartz bdges at Goldstream 
in which they were interested and the 
arrest caused quite a sensation 
Messrs. Drake, Jackson & Ilelmckenare 
acting for Mr. Lawrence, and as soon as 
Mr. Lawrence was at liberty again he 
swore out three informations against 
Capt. McCallum. One was that Capt 
i\IcCallum did unlawfully and wilfully 
break at Mr, Lawrence's house a lamp 
valued at $05; damaged a carpet valued 
at .$15, and some small ornaments 
valued at $25. The second charge waa 
that Capt. McCallum published defam 
atory matters and things concerning J 
A. Lawrence, and the third waa that 
Capt. McCallum attempted" to obtain 
money from Lawrence by. threatening to 
publish a liboi and defamatory state 
menta against Mr. Lawren(;e. 

The matter complained of in these 
counter charges against Capt. McCallum 
is really the statement alleged against 
Mr. Lawrence, and on which the infor- 
mation against him was laid. It is all 
in the information sworn to, and is to 
the following effect: 

Capt. McCallum claims that on Aug- 
ust 20 Lawrence stated that the Snider 
brothers, John Dalby ami himself owned 
the Wanderer, Kate, Hope, Edith and 
Stanley claims at Goklstream ; thatLa.w 
rence owned a hall interest, and that he 
believed he could buy the interest of the 
others for $1,500. ile waa willing, he 
said, to sell McCallum a <iuurtor interest 
for $1,500 if the deal waa made, keeping 
the other quarter aa his payment for his 
services. To this McCallum agreed 
On August 31, McCallum alleges that 
Lawrence told him he had not been able 
to purchase the other men's shares for 
$1,500; that they bad cost 52,750, but 
that Lawrence was willing to assume 
.$500 of that sum himself, leaving $2,250 
for JlcCallum to pay. Lawrence also, it 
is alleged, claimed that he had not only 
got high assays from the claims, but had 
had a mill test of 800 pounds of rock that 
yielded $64.95 in gold. McCallum 
then agreed to purchase the quarter 
interest, and paid over to Lawrence, 
he says, $500 by clieck, a note for $750, 
and made over to him a piece of property 
in Westminster district valued at $1,000. 
McCallum cI.uiuh that he subsequently 
learned that Lawrence had not paid out 
the $2,750 be nretendeil to have paid for 
a InUf interest, but that he had actually 
purchased a three-quarter interest for 
only $500. McCallum alleges, too, that 
Lawrence had told liim tliat the $01.95 
from the mill run was in a round 
button, when, aa a fact, Lawrence 
was exhibiting a square ingot of 
gold, a sample one owned by McCallum 
himself and from the Opbir claim, as the 
product of the supposed mill run. Mc- 
Callnm also alleges that Lawrence gave 
W. E. Ditchljui-n a piece of rich free 
gold quartz as a sample from the Stanley 
mine (one of the Gioldstream group) 
when aa a fact it was one of McCalluin'a 
samples from an entirely different mine 
and entrusted to Jv.iwrence to make a 
sale of the property. 

These stJiteinenta as already mentioned 
are contained in the information aworn 
out yesterday. 

Some days ago Mr. Lawrence and 
Ciipt. McCallum had a disagreement at 
Mr. Lawrence's house, and it waa then 
that the furniture and bric-a-brac were 
broken. 

The Attorney-General's department 
first had their attention drawn to the 
case by the report that an assay certifi- 
cate issued by the government aasayer 
was being wrongfully used, and it was 
considered that in the public interest 
the whole case should be investigated 
thoroughly. 

The preliminary hearing of the case 
against Lawrence is set for Monday, but 
is likely to be further adjourned for a 
day or two.

General; Satisfaction ■ to 
All Concerned. 



The autumn meeting at the Victoria 
Driving Park closed yesterday afternoon 
with generally satisfactory sport in five 
races and a trial against time. Catalogue 
being scratched in the mile open and 
Endymion, with Shine up, going the 
diatance against the watch in 1 :'IS. This 
adds another record to the credit of the 
promising 3-year-old, and bis clean run- 
ning in exhibition inameasnre compen- 
sated for the diBappointment of not see- 
ing him in competition. Continued 
bright weather, a fast track, another in- 
terested and fashionable, throng in the 
eiicloaure, and — a number of unsatisfac- 
tory atarts, constituted the features of 
the second day. There was, however, 
considerable dissatisfaction among the 
owners in regard to the allotment of 
weights in the British Columbia stakes, 
the principal race of the day, and this 
rob.s Mayflower's victory of nnich of its 
brilliancy ; while the absence of oflicial 
timing — an innovation in this part of 
the world — prevents the recognition of 
two, and perliai)S three, records lor the 
track, eacli of them established by the 
son of Knterprise during the two days of 
the meeting. 

Yesterday's big race, the three-quar- 
ter mile dash for the B. C. stakes of 
$200, open only to provincial born and 
bred stock, brought out a field of six— 
the veteran Mayflower who, carrying 
133, ran strong favorite; Lumpy, another 
aged horse; the 5 year old Marcella;

NORTH WARD SCHOOL. 

Another Long Sitting of the Civic Commit- 
tee of Inqairy. 

The investigation into the defecta in 
the North Ward school building was 
continued laat niclit by the special com- 
mittee of the city council and it is ex- 
pected that one more meeting will com- 
plete the evidence. 

Mr. R. S. Day, Mr. Soule's jiartnerat 
the time the plans were accepted, said 
that it was Mr. Soule who had super- 
vised the carryinu out of the work. He 
had issued the final certificate to the 
contractors at Mr. Soule's rec^uest, that 
gentleman having informed him that the 
building was complete. Afterwards wit- 
ness' attention was drawn by the janitor 
to the landing at the aoatn end 'of the 
building. He found the plaster was 
cracked and that the so£St of 
the landing had dropped about a quar 
ter of an inch. He reported the matter 
to Mr. Hayward, chairman of the board, 
and at bis reijueat wrote to the contract- 
ors asking them to examine the staircase 
and remedy the defect. He had written 
tw ice, but aa faraa he knew nothing had 
been done by the contractors to comply 
with his letters. 

K. R. Bayne, architect, corroborated 
his report made on August 10, ISOt!, as 
to the building being perfectly safe ami 
the design good. There had been some 
shrinkageofmaterial, but this took place 
when the work was green and during 
construction. He considered the roof 
was amply stifT and braced as construct 
ed undeir Mr. Soule's plans. 

Mr. Chas. Hayward, chairman of the 
school'board, was the last witness, and 
gave evidence aa to tlie.icceptance of the 
plans and letting the contract. The in- 
quiry waa adjourned, after a three hours' 
session, until Thursday afternoon at half 
past three. 

LATEST MARKETS. 

Sensational Advance in Wheat— Condition 
of Other Staples— Chicago Prices 
Current. 

New York, Oct. 17.— The "bull 

camjiaign in wheat was marked to-day 
by another sensational advance in prices 
and a heavy trade. The total transaC' 
tions in futures aggregated 0,780,000 
bushels. The dealings were large- 
ly among room traders and 
on professional orders from the West, 
although there was unmistakable evid- 
ence of a broadening outside trade. 
Prices started up 1 Ac. to 2c. above last 
night, and during the session were ele- 
vated even more. May showed the 
most strength, touching SlJu'c. or an 
advance of -^/jC. over last night and JiiC 
over the clotiu of last Saturday. As fast 
as one set of traders sold out 
this wheat a new set would 
take their places, thus maintaining a 
constant demand which prevented any 
burdensome accumulation. The cables 
were exceedingly strong and acted as the 
mainspring of the advance. To-day up- 
wards of two uiillion !)ualielB were taken 
by foreign houses. The corn and oat 
markets wore both stimulated to unusual 
activity by the jump in wheat and show- 
ed good advances. 

Wheat receipts were 148,800 bushels ; 
esports 172,180 bushels; the sales were 
9,780,000 buahela futures; and 108,000 
buBhela spot. -No. 12 red f.o.b. 81,'^c. to 
84Mo. No. 1 Nor^em New York 81 ' 
f.o.b. afloat. No. 1 hard 83J„c. f.o.b. 
Options ruled strong and decidedly high- 
er, with a large trade among local opera- 
tors. Tricea advanced on the contiued 
strength of the foreign markets coupled 
with export buying and hea\'y clearances 
for the week, closing at 2c. to 3'kC. ad- 
vance. The sales included No. 2 red 
Jlay 83'i,'c. to 8lJ|,c. and closed at 84Ji,'c. 
Oct. closed 70>i.ic. ; Nov., 80c. to 80i,|C. 
and closed at 80i,',c. ; Dec, 80JjC. to 
81?,Cc. and closed at 81;'.,'c. Pig iron 
quiet and steady. Copper, steady; tin 
plates quiet ; coU'ee, options closed steady 
at a net decline of 20 points. Spot cof- 
fee, Kio, firm ; mild, steady.
